It was a roll of candy mints 
which caused Mrs. Womack to fall 
on a street car in Evansville, Ind., 
on Nov. 2, 1935, as she was on her 
way to church. E. 8. Dillingham, 
the adjuster who investigated that 
claim, said Mrs. Womack, who used 
another name then, admitted to the 
|Evansville Chief of Police that 
shortly before she had filed an- 
other claim, using a still different 
name. His investigation of the 
claim against the street car com- 
pany, Dillingham said, showed that 
Mrs. Womack and Mr. and Mrs. 
Felis, who were witnesses for her, 
had not given truthful statements. 
The Evansville Chief of Police or- 
dered all of them to leave town, 
Dillingham : testified, and no pay- 
ment was made. 

All adjusters were not as thorough 
as Dillingham and Saunders in their 
investigations.

Testimony on Use of Mails. 

When claims were settled on the 
spot there was, of course, no use 
of the mails, but the Government 
has been permitted to describe

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STOP ORDER DELAYS

Supreme Court: Holds Up Case 
of Two Men Till It Passes 
on Request for Writ. 


Trial of the State’s suit to re- 
its officers from continuing their 
small loan business, in which they 
allegedly charged usurious interest, 
was delayed by a stop order issued 
by the Supreme Court of Missouri 
| yesterday. 

This was obtained by Albert Mil- 
ler. counsel for two of the defend- 
ants, who applied for a writ of pro- 
hibition to vent Circuit Judge 
Eugene J. us from hearing 
the case, on the ground he lacked 
jurisdiction. The Supreme Court's 
order was in the usual form, di- 
recting that nothing be done until 
the application for a writ was con- 
sidered. 

Miller represented Clark G. Har- 
deman, pr t of the Holland 
concern, 203 North Tenth street, 
and C. Ai Koop, secretary-treas- 
urer. The lawyer told Judge Sar- 
torius at a hearing yesterday that 
the corporation, formed early in 
1935, was dissolved Jan. 3. He made 
a lengthy argument in support of 
a demurrer to the suit, to the gen- 
eral effect that the State had no 
right to file it. 

This and a companion civil pro- 
ceeding were filed last Thursday as 
a first step in the State’s cam- 
paign against money lenders al- 
leged to be exacting usurious in- 
terest, under the general powers of 
the Attorney*General in enforce- 
ment of the law. The petitions 
said the lending operations consti- 
tuted a continuing nuisance for 
which there was no adequate legal 
remedy other than injunction. 

Judge Sartorius overruled the de- 
murrer by Miller and then laid the 
matter ovér until today to allow 
opportunity for the applications to 
the Supreme Court, State witnesses 
were present, prepared to testify. 

In the other suit, against the In- 
ternational Credit Corporation, af- 
filiates and officers, Edward K. 
Schwartz, attorney for two de- 
fendants, filed a similar demurrer 
but made no argument. Judge Sar- 
torius did not announce a ruling 
in this case, but it was expected 
action in this, too, would be de- 
layed until the Supreme Court 
ruled. 

Schwartz appeared for Theresa 
Lawless and Rose Diston, the only 
defendants yet served in the Inter- 
national Credit case. He asserted

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Small Nations Want to

GENEVA, Jan. 26.—The large 
and the small countries of the 
League of Nations divided yester- 
day on whether to keep sanctions 
provisions in the Covenant. 

The smaller nations favored junk- 
ing Article 16, which provides for 
economic sanctions against nations 
committing “An act of war” and 
for possible military action by 
League Powers. 

The larger Powers wanted to 
keep sanctions as part of the 
League framework, and Foreign 
Ministers Anthony Eden of Britain 
and Yvon Delbos of France were 
reported, determined to -uphold 
them in debate before the League 
Council, which began its session. 

‘There was some indication ot 
compromise with the anti-sanctions 
nations, which ja the past have con- 
tended that sanctions worked. eco- 
nomic hardship against nations ap- 
plying. them as well as against the 
aggressor to be punished. 

The compremise would be an un- 
official understanding freeing 
League Nations from any obliga- 
tion to apply sanctions, but leaving 
Article 16 in the Covenant. 

The Council session was private. 
In later public sessions most of 
the attending foreign ‘ministers are 
expected to make general state- 
ments renewing pledges of faith in 
the League in answer to Germany, 
Italy and Japan which have left the 
League.

power much cheaper than he could 
produce it himself, with no provi- 
sion controlling his resale rates, and 
with a provision that no such con- 
trol will. be imposed without a two- 
year notice, in other words, without 
giving him time in which to build 
his own generating planta. And, I 
believe, this is against specific pro- 
visions of the law. Why? 


And over in Jersey City, we get 
Mayor Hague defying the CIO in 
a manner to make Henry Ford look 
like a softy. But Mayor Hague is 
vice-chairman of the National 
Democratic Committee. ö 

One notices another thing. No 
matter how much one may talk 
about breaking up economic em- 
pires, the while one separates the 
sheep from the goats, there ig no- 
where a tendency to decentralize or 
break up the political empire. 


My distributiset friends of the New 
Deal tell me that the administra- 
tion only wants to consolidate the 
political empire for the sake of 
cracking the economic empires and 
then decentralizing again, and more 
efficiently, its own power. That, in- 
cidentally, is an argument of the 
holding companies, and often they 
have done it, because it was profit- 


able. But when I have seen a single 


case in history or in the modern 
world by a government decentraliz- 
ing power that it has, by one means 
or another, acquired, I will modify 
my skepticism. 

Meanwhile, the split personality 
of the administration ‘covers itself 
up by rationalizations, which, when 
the individual takes refuge in them, 
are called “psychoses.” We have 
neurotic politics, And, unfortunate- 
ly, democracy can only function, in 
the long run, with rational criteria.

HERE are scores of people who 

can start a piece of work well,

Samuel F. B. Morse, inventor of 
the magnetic telegraph, back in 
1832, devoted his early years to art. 
Not until he was past 40, and had 
won distinction as a painter, did 
he definitely turn his talents in an- 
other direction. 

He was 20 when his depiction on 
canvas of “The Landing of the Pil- 
grims” attracted so much attention 
and was so highly, complimented 
that his father consented to his de- 
sire to go to Europe to become a 
student at the Royal Academy. 


Young Morse took one of his 
drawings to Benjamin West, the 
venerable president of the acad- 
emy, as proof of his fitness to be 
admitted. West said, “Very well, 
young man, now go and finish it,” 

“But it is finished, sir,” said 
the youthful artist, 

“Oh, no,” said West. “Look here 
—and here and here and here.” He 
pointed out several unfinished 
places that had escaped the notice 
of Morse. 

After spending another full week 
tolling over his drawing, the appli- 
cant brought it back „ feeling 
sure it was now beyond criticism. 

„That's much better,” said the

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How Great Britain 
Abolished Rabies

F you want to take your dog 

to any other state in the Union, 

the process is simple. Crate him 
and send him by express, or else 
put him in the baggage car of the 
train you are traveling on, or let 
him go along with you in your 
automobile. There are no other 
formalities to bother about. But 
suppose you are going to Great 
Britain, either on a visit or per- 
manently’. You want to take your 


dog along. Here is the course the 
very strict British law compels you 
to pursue: 4 

Before starting, you must write 
to the Ministry of Agriculture 
(Whitehall Place, London, S. W. I.) 
for a certificate permitting the 
animal to land on British soil. You 
must have this certificate in your 
pocket when you disembark in 
England, or he will be deported. 
There, the certificate will be . 
amined. The dog will be taken 
away from you and will be placed 
in one of several quarantine ken- 
nels, where, once in a while, you 
may visit him. In quarantine he 
must remain for six months, kind- 
ly and wisely treated, but watched 
carefully all the time for signs of 
disease, especially for rabies. 
At the end of half-a-year’s wait- 
ing, you can claim him and take 
him to your new home. Not be- 
fore then, under any ‘circum- 
stances. That is how rabies has 
been abolished in Great Britain. A 
drastic course, but splendidly et- 
fective.
